At  this  week’s  committee  meeting,  members  had  the  opportunity  to  engage  Vince 
Bertoni  and  Kevin  Keller  regarding  the  most  pressing  issues  related  to  planning, 
zoning  and  development  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles.  Bertoni  is  the  Director  of  City 
Planning  and  Keller  is  the  Deputy  Director  of  Policy  for  City  Planning.  In  addition, 
the  committee  unanimously  voted  to  support  the  proposed  Hoxton  Hotel  located  at 
1060  S.  Broadway.

Bertoni  has  been  on  the  job  for  six  months  and  previously  served  as  the  Director  of 

Planning  in  the  City  of  Pasadena.  Bertoni  acknowledged  the  enormous  challenges  (  Q0A  IN  ACTION 

and  opportunities  the  City  is  facing.  He  believes  there  are  various  view  points  and 

competing  needs  and  in  a  City  that  is  as  large  and  diverse  as  Los  Angeles  it  can 

be  hard  to  manage.  Bertoni  and  Keller  both  stated  that  now  is  an  opportune  time 

for  City  Planning  as  they  are  hiring  110  new  employees  and  actually  have  funding 

to  update  the  General  Plan,  the  35  community  plans  and  the  zoning  code  through 

re:code  LA. 


Bertoni  and  Keller  said  their  number  one  priority  for  City  Planning  is  to  improve  the 
customer  experience.  In  order  to  do  so  they  are  increasing  staffing  at  Figueroa 
Plaza  and  implementing  new  metrics  to  measure  the  customer  experience. 
Additionally,  Bertoni  is  creating  a  new  unit  at  City  Planning  to  do  external 
communications  with  the  varied  stakeholders  that  the  department  interacts  with. 
Finally,  Bertoni  stressed  the  importance  of  continual  change  and  improvement  at 
City  Planning. 

The  Hoxton  will  have  164  guest  rooms,  a  rooftop  pool,  bars  and  up  to  three 
restaurants  that  will  be  open  to  the  public.  It  is  an  adaptive  reuse  project  that  will

It  will  positively 
contribute  the  Bringing  Back  Broadway  initiative  and  plans  to  open  in  early  2018.

Public  Hearing  on  DASH  Service  Changes 

CCA  has  been  working  to  expand  the  routes  and  hours  of  the  L.A.  Department  of 
Transportation’s  (LADOT)  DASH  bus  service.  DASH  provides  frequent, 
inexpensive  bus  service  in  Downtown  and  27  other  neighborhoods  across  the  City. 
Each  route  is  designed  to  serve  travel  within  that  neighborhood  and  to  connect  to 
other  regional  transit  services. 

On  Monday,  August  22nd,  LADOT  will  be  holding  a  public  hearing  in  Downtown 
about  its  potential  changes  and  additions  to  DASH  service.  Those 
recommendations  can  be  found  here.  Once  hearings  around  the  city  end,  LADOT 
will  give  a  list  of  recommended  changes  to  the  City  Council  for  approval. 

As  Downtown  has  expanded  from  a  jobs  hub  into  a  vibrant  24/7  destination  with  a 
large  residential  population,  DASH  has  not  kept  pace.  CCA  has  been  asking  for 
later  evening  and  nighttime  service  and  new  or  extended  routes  in  rapidly  growing 
neighborhoods  like  the  Arts  District  and  South  Park.  While  we  appreciate  the 
expanded  hours  and  a  new  route  into  the  Arts  District,  we  believe  the  LADOT 
recommendations  must  go  further  to  addressing  the  needs  of  the  entire  Downtown 
community  through  new  routes  and  even  longer  hours. 

This  is  the  Downtown  community’s  chance  to  be  heard  about  how  DASH  can 
better  serve  the  area.
